HIRES ROOM FOR PURPOSE 


Pays a Week’s Rent and Leaves 
Letter to Proprietor Say- 
ing Her Act Was 

Premeditated. 


After Easter services, Mrs. Jessie Llewellyn 
Call, daughter of former Gov. Liewellyn of 
Kansas, and well known in Chicago as a 
versatile newspaper writer, ended her life 
by taking prussic acid in her room in the 
Newberry hotel, 225 Dearborn avenue. 

The suicide was evidently planned with care 
and the plans were carried out without a 
hitch. 

Mrs. Call appeared at the hotel shortly 
after noon when the Laster crush was on its 
way from church and registered her full 
name, giving her address simply as U. 8. 
A." She paid for a week in advance and went 
to her room. About 6 o’clock Margaret Haley, 
a maid, thinking Mra. Call might require 
something, knocked at her door. There was 
no response. The maid turned the handle 
and entered the room. 

She found Mrs. Call lying dead on the 
floor. Beside her was a small empty vial 
which was unlabeled but is supposed to have 
contained prussic acid. The body fully 
dressed and apparently death had 6ccurred 
several hours previous to the coming of the 
maid. Three letters and a telegram were 
found in the room. 


Notifies Her Sister’s Husband. 

The telegram was addressed to James A. 
Devitt, Oskaloosa, Ia., the husband of one of 
Mrs. Call’s sisters, and read: 

Jessie Llewellyn Call died here today 
Hotel Newberry.“ 

A letter addressed to Miss Pearl A. Billings, 
proprietor of the Newberry hotel, gave Mrs. 
Call's explanation for the ending of her own 
life. It was as follows: 

My Dear Madam: I ask your pardon for 
causing you this temporary inconvenience. 
Inclosed, however, is the receipt for one 
weck'’s payment, $17.50, and, as I only ar- 
rived today at noon, you will be repaid for 
small services, such ase summoning the 
necessary functionaries and sending my tele- 
grams. I inclose or leave other money in my 
purse which you can make use of if neces- 
sary, or turn over tomy brother-in-law when 
he arrives. 

Please see that the letters I leave are sent, 
You will see that the letters I leave are 
tiamped so that any mtertrerence with the 
seal is criminal. This is not for you but far 
the servants or others who might be curious, 
There will be no scandal following my resig- 
nation, as it is only a case of hopeless II- 
ness. This only pathological experts and 
my near relatives will understand; so it is 
useless to explain further. 


Suicide Deliberately Planned. 

“Say to the coroner that I, Jessie Liewel- 
lyn Call, died of premeditated suicide 
planned for several days and executed in 
dispassionate reason; cause, a nervous mal- 
ady of long duration. To the newspapers 
say the same, though in justice to my fam- 
{fly you might add that every sacrifice has 
been made by them towards my recovery 
and that the redson I am here alone is be- 
cause I refused further sacrifices from them. 
I believe this covers everything. Allow me 
to thank you in advance for the unpleasant 
task I am thrusting upon you.—J. L. C.“ 

One of the sealed letters was addressed to 
her sister, Mrs. James A. Devitt, and Miss 
Louilee’ Llewellyn at Oskaloosa. The other 
sealed letter was addressed to James A. 
Devitt. In Mrs. Call's purse was $6.01. 

The body was taken to Arntzen’s under- 
taking establishment, 247 North Clark street, 
pending the inquest and the arrival of rela- 
tives. 

Witty Writer for Newspaper. 

She succeeded the late Harold Vynne in 
1908 as the writer of the society golumn on 
the Inter Ocean, under the pseudonym of 
“Willie Dearborn.” She handled her pen 
with a peculiar delicacy and displayed a wit 
peculiar to herself. 

Two years later she resigned her place to 
her sister, Miss Louise Llewellyn, also a 
newspaper writer, and sought relief from the 
excessive nervousness which was making 
itself apparent. Miss Louise Llewellyn quit 
the paper to go to Europe to study music. 
Mrs. Call met her in Paris. The sisters trav- 
eled considerably abroad, but without ma- 
terial benefit to Mrs. Call's ailment. 

For nine months Mrs. Call was at a sant- 
tarlum in Switzerland, near Lake Geneva. 
About a month ago the sisters returned to 
America and went to Oskaloosa to visit the 
Devitts. A week ago Mrs. Call returned to 
Chicago and went to live at the Victoria 
hotel. Her friends understood that she con- 
templated retntering newspaper work. 

Her sister, Louise, now in Oskaloosa, has 
been planning to return to Paris to resume 
her musical studies, and it was considered 
possible that Mre, Call might return also. 

While the sisters were resident in Chicago 
and both engaged in newspaper work, they 
lived together at the Lexington hotel. Mrs. 
Call had a large number of friende in Chi- 
cago in literary and art circles. 

Mrs. Call was about 40 years old. She was 
married in 1900 to the secretary of her father 
and obtained a divorce four years ago in 
New York. She had been suffering from 
nervous prostration the last three years, 
but seemingly had regained strength while 
visiting her sister at Oskaloosa. She was 
to have been joined in Chicago this week 
by her sister, Miss Louise, for a pleasure 
trip. Her brother-in-law, Mr. Devitt, is 
expected to arrive here this morning.

Demands Settlement of the Hera- 
clea Mining Claims. 


ITALY GATHERS BIG FLEET. 


Thirty-four Vessels to Make Demon- 
tration Against Sultan’s Country. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PARIS, April 19.—Following the announce- 
ment that Italy is going to send a big fleet 
to Turkish waters to force the sultan to 
comply with the treaty between the coun- 
tries comes the statement that France has 
demanded from the porte $2,500 for every 
day’s delay in settling the French-Heraciea 
Mining company’s claim. 

In addition to the daily penalty France has 
informed the sultan that he must pay 
$2,800,000 for losses already sustained. The 
situation is regarded as acute, and it is not 
unlikely that while Italian warships are 
making a demonstration in one Turkish port 
a French squadron will be doing the same 
thing in another. 


Quick Settlement Expected. 


Tt is believed that two such demonstrations ' 


going on at the same time will have the effect 
of bringing the sultan to a quick settlement 
of the troubles and that he will be glad to 
accede to the demand of both powers. 

The attempt of the Turkish government to 
regain contro} of coal mines at Eregli, a town 
of Asia Minor, 128 miles from Constantinople, 
in which a French company 10 interested to 
the extent of $15,000,000, has led to the dip- 
lomatic difficulty. The French government 
supports the concessionnaires, who decline to 
entertain the question of a resale of the 
property until the porte furnishes proof of 
its ability to bring forth the purchase money, 
which, considering the impoverishment of 
the Turkish treasury, is manifestly imposei- 
ble. Meantime, France has closed her mar- 
ket to any Turkish loan. 


Fleet’s Destination Secret. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |] 
ROME, April 19.—The exact destination of 
the Italian fleet which is to be employed to 


enforce Italian treaty rights with Turkey 


is withheld, but it is believed an Asia-Minor 
port will be selected for the demonstration. 
It numbers thirty-four vessels, including 
twelve battleships and eight destroyers, mak- 
ing altogether 500 big guns manned by more 
than 8,000 men. Half of these could easily 
be landed. 

The warships are concentrating in the 
guifs of Gaeta and Taranto. According to 
one report, they will sail tomorrow and 
demonstration will begin on Thursday. 

An Italian note will call the porte’s atten- 
tion to three main grievances, first, the mat- 
ter of Italian postoffices in Turkey; second, 
the violent prevention of Italian steamers 
landing and embarking merchandise at Tripo- 
U: and third, the arbitrary vetoes and punish- 
ments inflicted on Ottoman subjects for sell- 
ing land and property to Italians in Tripoli. 

The murder of Father Pacini, the Italian 
priest who was killed at Derna last month, 
has nothing to do with the demonstration. 

Great satisfaction is felt here, and it u

Italy’s Boldness Surprises Russia. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 19.—According 
to belief expressed here Italy's bold example 
in ordering a squadron of eleven battleships 
to Asia Minor as a demonstration against 
Turkey because of the controversy with the 
porte over postoffices will lead to a more 
vigorous intervention on the part of Great 
Britain and Russia in behalf of Macedonia. 

Italy's action assumes especial significance, 
taking place as it does, just when Emperor 
William of Germany, the sultan's best friend 
among the rulers of Europe, is visiting in 
the Mediterranean. 

Russian officials and diplomats stationed 
here learned late last night of Italy's inten- 
tion and were greatly surprised at the bold- 
ness of the stroke. The announcement that 
the squadron is to tail within a few days was 
the first intimation of serious misunderstand- 
ing between Italy and Turkey, and it has 
created the greatest interest. 


Different Views in London. 

LONDON, April 20.—The London newspa- 
pers this morning, commenting on the atti- 
tude of Italy toward Turkey, take differing 
views, some of the papers regarding the af- 
fair as trivial and better sulted for arbitra- 
tion than a threat of force. Much interest 
is displayed in the attitude Germany is likely 
to adopt. 

The Times says: “ The sultan may derive 
one consolation from the fact that while the 
powers are seeking to vindicate their in- 
dividual rights they are not likely to have 
much energy to spare for vigorous prose- 
cution of the reform policy in Macedonia.”

PRINCE WILL VISIT CANADA 


Heir to British Throne Soon to 
Be Guest of the Colony.

TO HONOR BATTLE HEROES. 


Monument on the Plains of Abraham 
Will Be Dedicated. 


LONDON, April 19.—Arrangements have 
been completed for the visit which the prince 
of Wales is to pay to Quebec in July to attend 
the tercentenary celebrations and dedicate 
the monument on the plains of Abraham to 
Wolfe and Montcalm and the men who 
fought under them for the possession of what 
is now the Dominion of Canada. This will be 
the prince’s second visit to Canada. This 
time, however, he will go no farther than 
Quebec. 

Fleets Invited to Attend. 


The Atlantic will be crossed on a fast 
cruiser, probably the Minotaur, accompanied 
by another fast cruiser as an escort, the two 
leaving Portsmouth on July 16 and reaching 
Quebec on the 2384. This will be six days 
shorter than the previous voyage. 

The British Atlantic fleet will go over in 
advance of the Minotaur, to take part in the 
celebration and give a fitting welcome to the 
heir to the throne upon his arrival in Cana- 
dian waters. His royal highness will be ac- 
companied by a brilliant staff. 

French and American squadrons also will 
be at Quebec and invitations have been sent 
to France and all the colonies to send dele- 
gations to take part in the celebrations. Aus- 
tralia has aecepted and will bé represented 
by Lord Dudley, the new governor general. 


Program for the Visit. 


The prince on landing will be received by 
the governor general. On the 23d the scene of 
the landing of Champlain will be reconsti- 
tuted and the old navigator shown arriving 
with a crew im a replica of his ship. The fétes 
will then be formally opened by the prince.

The kind of 
naval station that is needed in the Philip- 
pines and Hawaii can no more be im- 
provised when a war comes than battle- 
ships can be. f 

The permanent maintenance of a large 
fleet in the Pacific calls for a liberal ex- 
penditure in many directions. Too many 
things are lacking for the proper accom- 
modation in these days of peace of the 
sixteen battleships which Admiral Evans 
took to the west coast. This is a matter 
to which the advocates of the rapid ex- 
pansion of the naval strength of the na- 
tion should pay as much attention as to 
the item of battleships.

While at Venice both the emperor and em- 
press saw much of Countess Olga Mocenigo. 
The latter, who bears a title created by Em- 
peror Charles V. more than 400 years ago, and 
a name which figures on almost every page 
of the history of the Venetian republic, no 
less than seven Mocenigos having ruled at 
Venice as doges during the space of six cen- 
turies, is a cousin of the emperor, and they 
are both great-grandchildren of King Fred- 
erick William III. of Prussia and of thecele- 
brated Queen Louise of Prussia, who played 
sv great a role in accomplishing the libera- 
tion of Germany from the French conqueror 
a hundred years ago. 

— 


The kaiser is descended from Queen 
L.outse’s second son, the late Emperor Will- 
fam, while Countess Olga Mocenigo is the 
granddaughter of that emperor’s youngest 
sister, Alexandrine of Prussia, grand duchess 
of Méecklenburg-Schwerin. One of the daugh- 
ters of the grand duchess, namely, Duchess 
Louise of Mecklenburg, became the wife of 
the late Prince Hugo Windisch-Graetz, and 
the now widowed Countess Olga Mocenigo is 
one of the daughters of that marriage, her 
sister being the wife of Duke Paul of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin. 

The Countess Mocenigo was left a widow 
after only two years of marriage, with a 
daughter, wife of that Gen. Count Robilant, 
who hes just been appointed to the command 
of the international gendarmerie in Mace- 
donia, and who, as I showed in these letters 
the other day, has himself a strong strain of 
reyal blood in his veins, since his great- 
grandmother was by birth a princess of Ho- 
henzollern-Hechingen, married to Count 
Waldburg, while her daughter, married to 
Count Charles Robilant, became the ac- 
knowledged favorite of the late King Charles 
Albert of Sardinia. The present Gen. Count 
Robilant's father, famous as a military com- 
mander and cabinet minister, was the off- 
spring of this intrigue. 

Nor is Countese Olga Mocenigo by any 
means the only relative of the Hohenzollérns 
among the Italian aristocracy. Thus, there 
is the Italian Count Taveggi, who for a num- 
ber of years past has made his home in Amer- 
ica, where he is married to the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clement Heitemeyer of Jersey 
City, who can boast of being the grandson 
of the late Princess Frederica of Hohenzol- 
lern, and I understand that he benefited by 
her will at her death a couple of years or so 


ago. 
— 


She wae the aunt of King Charles of Rou- 
mania, and constituted a link between the 
house of Hohenzollern and that of Bonaparte, 
for her mother was Antoinette Murat, who 
was married in 1808 at the Taileries to Prince 
Charles of Hohenzoliern-Sigmaringen, being 
given away at the altar by Emperor Napo- 
leon, who just before the wedding had creat- 
ed het a French princess. She was the daugh- 
ter of Peter Murat, elder brother of that 
Joachim Murat who afterwards became king 
of Naples, and who was the brother-in-law 
of Emperor Napoleon. In 1844 Princess 
Frederica Hohensollern, the offspring of this 
marriage contracted at the Tuileries, be- 
came at Bologna the wife of her cousin, the 
Marquis Joachim Pepoli, whose mother, Leti- 
tia Murat, was the daughter of King Murat of 
Naples. 

The Marquis Pepoli, who belonged fo one of 
the old patrician families of Italy,’ took an 
active part in the war of 1848-'40 against the 
Austrians, and in the subsequent struggle 
which culminated in the transformation of 
‘the various independent states of the penin- 
sula into one united kingdom of Italy. He be- 
came senator, minister of commerce and of 

ture in the Ratazzi cabinet, and en- 
voy at St. Petersburg and at Vienna.

The corn market last week was almost 
entirely a local professional affair, business 
being within narrow bounds. Temporary 
periods of hesitation in price movement 
characterized the market, pressure from 
scattered longe causing setbacks and cov- 
ering by shorts and buying for the more 
confidential bulls causing reactions. The 
genera! market situation shows little change, 
operators in general awaiting further de- 
velopments. The cash situation has held 
out little encouragement, although men sup- 
posedly on the inside say that the require- 
ments of the east and south are more urgent 
than those sections have given the local trade 
to believe. The country last week sold corn 


more freely, its action having a depressing 


effect on pit values, which at theweek end 
showed net declines of about 1c for all 
months. 

Weather conditions were generally favor- 
able to farm work, reports on plowing from 
almost all important regions of the belt being 
Highly favorable. Primary receipts for the 
week were 1.797.000, bu, compared to 3.192. 
000 bu the. corresponding period last year. 
Some of the cash handlers are expecting a 
marked improvement In the movement from 
the country in the near future, but the buils 
gee little on the surface to indicate receipts 
much in excess of current requirements. 
Stocks of contract corn are not burdensome, 
and the bulls confidently expect a big move- 
ment in the call from the east and south. 


Views of a Corn Bull. 


E. W. Wagner, long a bull on corn, had 
this to say: The market during the past 
week felt the influence cf a sudden seiling 
spasm by the country. The advance in fu- 
tures has for the moment created tender 
ground for the extreme bull, as it has raised 
the question as to whether the farmer is 
satisfied with the present price. The farmer 
is busy planting a large acreage. Holders 
of the large lines of corn bluntly announce 
their belief in a coming period of poor 
seeding complaints.
